Record Year For 
MDAC In 1963 

TORONTO -The March for Mus¬ 
cular Dystrophy in Canada set an¬ 
other record in 1963. 

Arthur Minden, QC, president of 
the Muscular Dystrophy Associa¬ 
tion of Canada, announced today 
that MDAC’s income reached an 
unprecedented $447,151.96 last 
year. This w?s a 10.4 per cent in¬ 
crease over the $405,130.76 raised 
by the national voluntary health 
agency in 1962. 

“It is one of the largest annu¬ 
al increases we have ever known” 
Mr. Minden said. “It means Cana¬ 
dians are becoming Increasingly 
aware of the need to find a cure 
for muscular dystrophy quickly, 
before it destroys any more of our 
children’s lives.” 

MDAC was founded ten years ago 
to raise money for research on 
muscular dystrophy, a complex of 
diseases which wastes the volun¬ 
tary muscles and leads to prema¬ 
ture death. There are an estimat¬ 
ed 20,000 victims in Canada, most 
of them children. So far, MDAC 
has raised more than $3,000,000 in 
its efforts to discover the cause of 
MD, and a treatment or cure for 
it, through medical research. 

The largest increases in MDAC’s 
income last year came from Nova 
Scotia (up 105.05 per cent); Brit¬ 
ish Columbia (up 84.98 per cent); 
New Brunswick (up 46.16 per cent) 
and Quebec (up 42.67 per cent). 

“The growth in response to our 
appeal came from all across the 
country,” Mr. Minden said. “Not 
only did more people everywhere 
give more money, but more vol¬ 
unteers everywhere worked hard¬ 
er than ever.” 

During MDAC campaign week 
last November, thousands of Cana¬ 
dian fire-fighters, scores of service 
cluhs and youth organizations and 
untold numbers of other volunteers 
knocked on doors, placed cannist- 
ers, held tag days and sponsored 
other events, to help put the As¬ 
sociation’s drive over the top. The 
fire-fighters, who spearheaded the 
drive in.most communities, have 
officially asociated themselves with 
the MD cause. 

Throughout the year, Gus Ryder, 
Don Messer, “Boom Boom” Ge- 
effrion and other leading figures 
in the worlds of sport and enter¬ 
tainment helped to publicize MD 
work. Public response broke rec¬ 
ords even though national coverage 
planned for the campaign in late 
November was eclipsed by the 
tragic death of President Kennedy 
who was himself connected with 
MD work in the United States. 

Some 80 per cent of the funds 
raised by MDAC last year will find 
their way into university labora¬ 
tories and medical centres through 
out Canada, to speed the progress 
of research into the mysteries of 
MD. 

“We must not let last year’s suc¬ 
cess make us complacent,” Mr. 
Minden warned. “The funds avail¬ 
able for MD research are still not 
growing as rapidly as the demand 
for them. And the demand will 
grow even more rapidly as science 
draws closer to cure.” 

Report From 
Parliament Hill 

(Lawrence E. Kindt, M.P.) 

March 19, 1964. 

Last week Parliament suffered 
a sudden and tragic loss in the 
untimely (only 46) death of Jack 
Garland, Minister of National Rev¬ 
enue. Mr. Garland, who had repre¬ 
sented North Bay since 1949, was 
certainly one of the three or four 
most popular members in the 
House of Commons — I doubt if 


he had an enemy in the world. 

There is little doubt that Mr. 
Garland literally died in the per¬ 
formance of his duties as he was 
an extremely hard working and 
conscientious minister; the strain 
of office undoubtedly was one of 
the principal causes of his fatal 
heart attack. These tragedies are 
made to seem very real when one 
has been talking to the person in 
question only an hour before the 
fatal event. In Mr. Garland’s death 
a great loss has been suffered by 
his family, his government, Par¬ 
liament, his constituency and the 
country at large. 

Since there was so little in Mr. 
Gordon’s recent budget, everyone 
around Parliament Hill is wonder¬ 
ing why the government introduced 
this budget at such an early date 
(the earliest on record). Specula¬ 
tion is that the government wished 
to have the budget for the coming 
year presented to Parliament BE¬ 
FORE the Federal-Provincial con¬ 
ference at the end of this month so 
that any financial demands by the 
provinces could be forestalled The 
government would be in a position ■ 
to tell the provinces that it had 
made up its budget for the coming 
year and that there was no more 
money available for them. 

From time to time the public 
indeed have good cause to question 
some of the strange goings on in 
Parliament. Only two weeks be¬ 
fore the budget was introduced the _ 
government flatly turned down an _ 
opposition motion to extend Fam¬ 
ily Allowances to students aged 16 
and 17 who are still attending 
school. Only two weeks late.', the 
government apparently changed its 
mr.d as this item was perhaps f'he 
principal item in the budget. The 
other main item in the budget is 
tndi part-tune students will be al¬ 
lowed to deduct tuition lees in 
computing income for tax purposes. 

The biggest de-appointment in 
the budget was the fact 'hat the 
eminent did rot see L to re¬ 
move the L per cent tax on hens- 
i g and builiing mate ids. 

For some time Mr. Hays (Min¬ 
ister of Agriculture) has been un¬ 
der severe criticism in the Com¬ 
mons for his handling of the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture and in 
particular for not giving his full — 
time to the job. On February 3rd 
last, the government passed an 
Order-in-Council (which was not 
made public) transferring a large 
number of Mr. Hays’ duties to the 
Minister of Forestry, Mr. Sauve. 

Mr. Sauve is a Montreal lawyer. 
These duties included the Farm 
Credit Corporation, ARDA, PFRA, 
and a number of other duties. 

Then, for some reason or other, 
on February 20, another Order-in- 
Council was passed transferring 
all of these duties (except ARDA) 
back to Mr. Hays. This matter was 
recently brought to light in Par¬ 
liament and a great deal of quest¬ 
ioning resulted. Finally the prime 
minister announced that agricult¬ 
ural affairs in Canada would now 
he run by THREE ministers, the 
latest addition being the Hon. Mr. 
Sharpe, the Minister of Trade & 
Commerce, a Toronto businessman. 

At the moment no one seems to 
know who is boss. Most of us hope 
that it won’t be a case of ‘too many 
cooks spoiling the broth’.

$5,000,000 Labatl 
Brewery Adds To 
Alberta Economy 

Western Canada’s first ‘straight- 
flow’ brewery is now in production 
at Edmonton. Built by Labatt’s 
Alberta Brewery Ltd. at a cost of 
$5,000,000, it is among the most 
modern in North America. 

Although smaller, it is patterned 
after Labatt’s lew Montreal orew- 
ery, which pioneered one-floor 
brewing in Canada. 

Initially the plant will have a 
capacity of 100.000 barrels per year. 
As a result of new design con¬ 
cepts embodied in the plant, ca¬ 
pacity can be expanded four-fold 
without disrupting the brewing 
processes. 

Located on the Calgary T ail, 
Edmonton, the plant occupy a 
19-acre site. About one-third •>'. the 
site is presently in use witn the 
balance held for future expansion 
requirements.
